The number of deaths registered in Eight of the Principal ‘owns during the week ending 
Saturday, 12th March 1904, was 710 ,which is 7 more than in the previous week, and is equivalent 
to an annual mortality of 21-5 per thousand of the population. This death- rate is O'3 more than 
that of the previous week, and 1°8 more than that of the corresponding week of 1903. 

The lowest mortality was registered in Greenock, 11°2, and the highest in Paisley, 31-6. 

The principal epidemic diseases accounted for 69 deaths, which is 20 fewer than in the 
previous week, and is equivalent to an annual mortality from these causes of 2:11 per thousand. 
There were 5 deaths from small-pox registered during the week, this is 2 more than in the 
previous week; of them 2 were in Glasgow and 3 in Greenock. Deaths from measles, 
diphtheria, hooping-cough, and diarrhoea were all fewer than in the previous week. 

Deaths from pneumonia, pleurisy, and bronchitis numbered 155, and were 1 more than 
in the previous week, and 39 more than in the corresponding week of last year. 

Deaths of children under one year old numbered 146, which is 1 fewer than in the previous 
week, and 22 more than in the corresponding week of last year. 

The mean temperature was 36°°8, being 2°°6 above that for the week immediately preceding, 
but 5°°0 below that for the corresponding week of 1903.

The number of deaths registered in Eight of the Principal owns during the week ending 
30th April 1904 was 663, which is 32 fewer than in the previous week, and 1s equivalent to an 
annual mortality of 20:0 per thousand of the estimated population. The corresponding death- 
rates for the three preceding weeks were 21:0, 20°9, and 20°3. The death-rate for this week is thus 
less than those of the three preceding weeks. Deaths in these towns during the corresponding 
week of 1903 numbered 628, and were equivalent to an annual death-rate of 19:2. 

The highest death-rates for the week were in Dundee, 24°3, and Paisley, 22°3 ; and the lowest 
in Leith, 15°6. In Aberdeen it was 21°3 ; in Glasgow, 19°7; in Edinburgh, 19°3 ; in Perth, 18°5 ; 
and in Greenock, 17-2. 

The principal epidemic diseases accounted for 71 deaths, which is 8 fewer than in the 
previous week, and is equivalent to an annual mortality of 2°1 per thousand. These 71 deaths 
include 3 from small-pox ; these were all in Glasgow. Compared to the previous week, deaths - 

from measles, scarlet fever, hocping-cough, and fevers were less numerous, while deaths from 
_ diphtheria and diarrhceas were more numerous. 

Deaths from pneumonia, bronchitis, and pleurisy numbered 121, which is 7 more than in 
the previous week, and 2 fewer than in the corresponding week of last year. 

The deaths of 146 children of less than one year old were recorded ; this is 3 fewer than in 
the previous week, but 20 more than in the corresponding week of last year. 

The mean temperature was 47°°6, being 0°°3 below that for the week immediately preceding, 
but 2°°0 above that for the corresponding week of 1903. The mean rainfall was 0°46 inch.

Compared with the returns for 
the previous week, there is an increase in the number of deaths from hocping-cough and diarrhea, 
and a decrease in those due to measles and scarlet fever, One death from small- -pox was recorded 
in Glasgow, 

The deaths from pneumonia, bronchitis, and pleurisy amounted to 85, and were 12 fewer 
than in the previous week, and 28 fewer than in the corresponding week of last year. 

_ There were registered 125 deaths of children under one year of age; this is 8 more than in the 
preceding week, but 15 less than in the corresponding week of 1903. The deaths of 145 persons 
of over 60 years were recorded, which is 5 less than in the preceding week, but 32 more than in 
the corresponding week of the previous } vear.

The births registered in Hight of the Principal ‘'owns durmg the week ending 4th June 
1904 numbered 1071, which is equivalent to an annual birth-rate of 32:4 per thousand of the 
estimated population. 

The deaths registered in these towns numbered 600, which is equivalent to an annual death- 
rate of 18*1 per thousand of the estimated population. The death-rates for the three preceding 
weeks were 17-6, 18°77, and 17:9. The death-rate for this week is thus slightly more than that of 
the previous week, but is the same as the mean of the three preceding weeks, The death-rate of 
the corresponding week of 1903 was 18°2, 

Lhe lowest death-rate for the week is recorded in Perth, 10°8, and the highest in Dundee, 
230. In Greenock it was 19:4; in Paisley, 18°6; in Glasgow, 18°2; in Aberdeen, 18:1; in 
Edinburgh, 17°3 ; and in Leith, i3°0, 

The seven principal epidemic diseases accounted for 64 deaths, which is equivalent to an 
annual mortality from these causes of 1:9 per thousand, a rate the same as that of the previous 
week, Compared to the returns of the previous week, deaths from hocping-cough and diarrhoeas 
are fewer ; from measles and scarlet fever, slightly more ; while deaths from diphtheria are of the 
same number, Two deaths from small-pox are recorded ; these were both in Glasgow, and are 1 
more than in the previous week. This is the third week in succession in which no deaths from 
typhoid or typhus fevers have been recorded in these towns, 

Deaths from pneumonia, bronchitis, and pleurisy numbered 87; this is 2 more than in the 
previous week, but 24 fewer than in the corresponding week of 1903. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 121; this is 4 fewer than in the 
previous week, and 14 fewer than in the corresponding week of 1903. Deaths of persons of over

The death-rate for the week was highest in Dundee, 20°4; and lowest in Aberdeen, 12°4, 
In Greenock it was 20°2; in Paisley, 17-4; in Glasgow, 15°2; in Perth, 13°8; in Leith, 13:0;

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 71; this is 31 fewer than during 
the previous week, and equal to an annual death-rate of 2°1 per thousand.

During the week ending 19th November 1904 there were registered in Eight of the Principal © 
Towns in Scotland the births of 890 living children, and the deaths of 571 persons. These births | 
are equivalent to an annual birth-rate of 26:9 per thousand of the estimated population of these | 
towns, and these deaths to an annual death-rate of 17°3 per thousand. 

The death-rates for the three preceding weeks were 17°5, 17°8, and 16°7,. The death-rate for 
this week is thus 02 less than that for the previous week, but the same as the mean of the 
rates for the three preceding weeks. 

The death-rate for the week was highest in Glasgow and Edinburgh, in both of which 
towns it was 18°4; and was lowest in Leith, where it was 11:0. In Dundee it was 17:5; in 
Paisley, 17°4; in Perth, 15°4; in Aberdeen, 14°6 ; and in Greenock, 12°0. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 47; this is 13 fewer than in the 
previous week, and is equivalent to an annual death-rate from these causes of 1°4 per thousand. 
Of these deaths 5 were due to measles, 1 to scarlet fever, 2 to diphtheria, 19 to hooping-cough, 
1 to enteric fever, and 19 to diarrhceas, Compared to the returns of the previous week deaths 
from measles are 3 fewer, from scarlet fever of the same number, from diphtheria 1 fewer, 
from hooping-cough 1 fewer, from enteric fever 1. more, and from diarrhceas 8 fewer, 

Deaths from pneumonia, bronchitis, and pleurisy numbered 150; this is 17 more than in . 
the previous week, and 15 more than in the corresponding week of 1908. 

Deaths of children of under one year old numbered 156; this is 3 more than in the 
previous week, and 4 more than in the corresponding week of 1903. Deaths of persons of over 
sixty numbered 154; this is 23 more than in the previous week, and 17 more than in the 
corresponding week of 1903. 

The mean temperature was 47°°4, being 6°°4 above that for the week immediately preceding, 
and 6°-0 above that for the corresponding week of 1903. The mean rainfall was 0°13 inch,

During the week ending 26th November 1904 there were registered in Hight of the Principal 
Towns in Scotland the births of 882 living children, and the deaths of 594 persons. These births 
are equivalent to an annual birth-rate of 26-7 per thousand of the estimated population of these 
towns, and these deaths to an annual death-rate of 18°0 per thousand. 

The death-rates for the three preceding weeks were 17°3, 17°5, and 17°8. The rate for this 
week is thus 0°7 more than that for the previous week, and 0°5 more than the mean of the 
rates for the three preceding weeks. 

The death-rate for the week was highest in Greenock, 20°9, and lowest in Leith, 11-0. 
In Dundee it was 20°7 ; in Glasgow, 20°1 ; in Paisley, 15°5 ; in Edinburgh, 15°4; in Perth, 15-4; 
and in Aberdeen, 13°7. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 60; this is ]3 more than in the 
previous week, and is equivalent to a death-rate from these causes of 1°8 per thousand. Of 
these deaths 8 were due to measles, 1 to scarlet fever, 9 to diphtheria, 21 to hooping-cough, 
3 to enteric fever, and 18 to diarrhceas, Compared to the returns of the previous-week deaths 
from measles are 3 more, from scarlet fever of the same number, from diphtheria 7 more, 
from hooping-cough 2 more, from enteric fever 2 more, and from diarrhceas 1 fewer. The death- 
rate from these causes was for the week highest in Aberdeen, 2°9, and lowest in Greenock, 0. 

Deaths from pneumonia, bronchitis, and pleurisy numbered 172; this is 22 more than in 
the previous week, and 26 more than in the corresponding week of 1908. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 147; this is 9 fewer than in 
the previous week, and 14 fewer than in the corresponding week of 1903. Deaths of persons of 
over sixty numbered 128; this is 26 fewer than in the previous week, and 6 fewer than 
in the corresponding week of 1903. 

The mean temperature was 32°'1, being 15°°3 below that for the week immediately preceding, 
and 8°: below that for the corresponding week of 1903. The mean rainfall was 0°30 inch.

Towns in Scotland the births of 869 living children, and the deaths of 653 persons. These births 
are equivalent to an annual birth-rate of 26°3 per thousand of the estimated population, and these 
deaths to an annual death-rate of 19°7 per thousand. 

The death-rates for the three preceding weeks were 21'2, 18°0, and 17°3. The rate for this 
week is thus 15 below that for the previous week, but 0°9 above the mean of the three pre- 
vious weeks. 

The death-rate for the week was highest in Glasgow, 23:1, and lowest in Perth, 12:3. In 
Paisley it was 19°2; in Aberdeen, 18°8; in Dundee, 17°5; in Greenock, 16°5; in Edinburgh,

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 68; this is 3 fewer than in the 
previous week, and is equivalent to an annual death-rate from these causes of 2°1 per thousand. 
Of these deaths 10 were due to measles, 1 to scarlet fever, 3 to diphtheria, 38 to hooping-cough, 
1 to enteric fever, and 15 to diarrhceas. Compared with the returns of the previous week deaths 
from measles are 6 fewer, from scarlet fever of the same number, from diphtheria 3 fewer, 
from hooping-cough 4 more, from enteric fever 3 fewer, and from diarrhceas 5 more, The death- 
rate from these causes was highest in Aberdeen, 3°2, and lowest in Paisley, 0°6. 

Deaths from pneumonia, bronchitis, and pleurisy numbered 203; this is 14 more than in 
the previous week, and 12 more than in the corresponding week of 1903. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 161; this is 8 fewer than in 
the previous week, and 18 fewer than in the corresponding week of 1903. Deaths of persons of 
over sixty numbered 169; this is 15 more than in the previous week, but 10 fewer than 
the number for the corresponding week of 1903. 

The mean temperature was 36°°9, being 3°°6 below that for last week, and 0°'8 below that for 
the corresponding week of 1903.
